N the Year 1706, the Favour of an 
Employment in the General Letter Of- 
face was granted me; at that time 1 
had my abode with my Wife's Mo- 
| ther, in his Majeſty's Green Mewes. 
'Abour the Year 1712 we removed together 
into Earls Court, leading out of Bow Street, 
Covent Garden, into Drury-lane, where we 
found moſt of our Neighbourhood Roman 
Catholicks. — In ſome little Time after the 
Deceaſe of her late Majeſty Queen ANNE, 
they ſeemed more private, yet as if pleaſed 
-with the Imagination of Succeſs in ſome 


ſecret Deſign they were carrying on; which 


induced me the more toendeavoura neigh- 
bourly Society with them, and as often as 
my Duty at the Office admitted me Lei- 
ſure, to frequent the Coffee -Houfes where 
the better Sort of them ufually reſorted to, 
in pretence of reading the Paris and Harlem 
Gazzettes, which at that time I could toler- 


ably well comprehend; having been ſeveral 
Tears abroad with his late Majeſty King 


WILLIAM, and with his ſaid Majeſty at 
the Court of his Highneſs the late Duke 
of Zell, and of the then King of Pruſſia at 
Cleves. By frequenting the Coffee-houſes, 
as above is humbly obſerved, it was not 
difficult for me, I preſume, to comprehend 
the Deſign they had in View; but more 
eſpecailly upon peruting ſome of the Papers 
they privately diſperſed, which I procured 
from thoſe with whom J had obtained a 
more free Intimacy. In or about the month 
"of March in the Lear 1715, the Right Ho- 
nourable late Lord Cornwdllis, and James 


i 


Craggs, Sen. Eſq; were commiſſioned to ex- 
ecute the Office of Poſtmaſter-General ; 
and appointed one Mr. Loyd their Secreta- 
ry. — On the 16th of April in the Year a- 
foreſaid, J had ſome Buſineſs to communi- 
care to the ſaid Mr. Loyd, relating to my 
Duty in the ſaid Office; and in the way 
of the Diſcourſe thereon added, that I was 
humbly of Opinion, there was a ſecret In- 
tere urſe of Letters of far greater Conſe- 
quence than concern'd that Branch of the 
Revenue; but the ſaid Mr. Loyd being ofa 
different. Opinion, notwithſtanding the Rea- 
fons I ſubmitted to him, I ceaſed to ſay 
any more on that Subject. — On the 18th 
of the ſaid Month of April, the ſaid Mr. 
Lid fignified to me that I muſt attend the 
Poſtmaſter-General, Mr. Cragzs, early the 
next morning at his Houſe in Fermain- 
ſtreet; and notwithſtanding the ſaid Poſt- 
maſter-General had nct communicated to 


him the Purport of his Commands to me, 


nevertheleſs, as I wasa Stranger to the 
ſaid Poſtmaſter General, he, the ſaid Mr. 
Loyd, would 1ntroduc> me, if 1 would call 
upon him, who alſo had a Houſe or Lodg- 
-Ings in the ſame Street. 


I attended accordin--ly, and being-intro® _ 


duced by the ſaid Mr. Loa, who imm di- 
ately theie upon withdrew, I was examined 
by the ſaid Poſtmaſter-General in relation 
to the ſecret Correſpondence I had men- 
tioned to the ſaid Mr. Loyd; and in parti- 


cular,, How I came to entertain ſuch a Notion, 


What farther Grounds had I jor it . To 
which I humbly anfwered, by repeating the 
3 reipecy . 
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reſpe&ive Particulars I had ſubmitted to 
the ſaid Mr. Lod, with ſeveral other Paſ- 
ſages and Sayings I had obſerved in the 


Courſe of the little Correſpondence I had 


with themz which I humbly conceived 
gave Room to ſuſpect that they had ſome- 
thing farther in View than was generally 


apprehended; but whether well ground- 


ed or not, I humbly conceived it my Du- 
ty to take the Opinion of Mr L:yd there- 
on; and as Mr. Id thought it requi- 
fite to make a Report thereof to his Ho- 


nour, I humbly ſubmitted the ſaid — 


ſons, with thoſe I had farther humbly of- 
fered, as it m ght pleaſe his Honour to 
conceive of the Confequence thereof. — 
To which it was ſigniſied in Subſtance, That 
the Papiſts and Jacobites were fond of flatter- 
ing themſelves ; that the Dean I ſuggeſted was 
impratii.uble from the Good Underſtanding be- 
tween the Courts of Great Britain and Frai-ce ; 
but that I did wellto let the Government know 
in what manner the Pretender*s Adherents be- 
haved themſelves ; and that I mut attend a-

I attended in Obedience thereto, and 
was again examined in Relation to the

upon my Producing at the ſame Inſtant ſe- 
veral of the Papers they privately diſperſ- 
ed, it was ſignified on the Per uſal thereof,

— To which it was humbly fubmitted in 
Anſwer, that I humbly hoped it appeared 


from the Particulars I had already ſubmit- 


ted to his Honour, with the Keaſons how 
I came to the Knowledge thereof, that I 
had no farther View therein, than from a 
Senſe of my Duty to his Majaſty and the 


Gevernment ; and ſhould not be wanting 


upon 'any important Matter I could by any 
means gain Intelligence of; but to undertake 
to make ſo uncertain an Adventure my 
whole Buſineſs, 1 humbly conceived might 
occaſion more to be expected from me than 
my Abilities and Endeavours might be ca- 


pable of; and thereby draw me under that 


Diſplea ſure l and my Family might inno- 


cently ſuffer by; as it was in their Power 


only whether to admit me into the Secret 
of their Meaſures or not; and that the 
more I attempted to be converſant with 
them in their Private Cabals, the more it 
might poflibly increaſe their Jealouſy of 
my Delign, as ſome of them were not want- 
ing to be informed that I had an Employ» 
ment under the Government : Neverthe- 
leis, i would do the utmoſt I was capable 
of in Obedience to the Command his Ho- 
nour had fignihed ; which if attended with 


Succeſs, I humbly hoped I ſheuld not be

Accounts I had from them appeared of any

Favour was promiſed, and fartzer add- 
ed, that if | apprehended any Inconve- 
niency by putting my own Name to my 
Letters, I might make uſe of ſome burrow- 
ed Name. Accordingly, I propoled that

whatever the Prejudic'd or Cenſorious may 
be pleaſed to ſuggeſt or report to the con- 
trary On my firſt coming to rhe RO) 
ledge of thoſe Affairs, ag it was my hard 
Fate at the Concluſion, to find my humble 
Supplications (in the neceſſitous Condition 
1 had reduced myſelf and Family to by pur- 
ſuing that Service) rejected as preſumpru- 
ous, troublefome, and iitigious ; that I had 
already been better rewarded than the Ser- 
vice I pretended to deſerved; and that no- 
thing more ſhould be done for me. — That 
this was my unfortunate Caſe during Years, 
I humbly preſume, is well known co ſeveral 
Noble and Honourable Perſons, to whom 
the Hardſhips aforeſaid diſtreſſed me to be- 
come an humble Suppliant for their Fa- 
vour, whole abundant Goodneſs was not 
wanting; bur inſtead of prevailing, ſcem'd 
rather diſpleaſing, and for no other rea ſon- 
able Cauſe of Diſpleaſure given, than my 


of the Continuance of thoſe traiterous 
Deſigns; to whomfoever Favour was 
pleaſed to attribute the Merit of thoſe 
Services — From theſe and other Reaſons 
conſequent thereto, 1 preſumed to ſuppli- 
cate the Favour ( by a Letter addrefled to 
a certain Great Perſon in the Year 1734) 
to be pleaſed to permit me to pieſent to 
his Honour a Memorandum of the moſt 
important Particulars which I had from 
Time to Time communicated relating to 
the Deſigns carried on during the late Re- 
bellion ; adding, that to avoid the reſpec” 
tive Articles ſeeming tedious, I would con- 
tract each Particular in as ſhort a method 
as ſhouid appear conſiſtent for the more 
eaſy comprehending thereof; and to remove 
any further Cauſe of Exception, omit 
to include my Name in any wiſe therein.
